SUBJECT: Foreign Trade Zone Designation Grant 


Background 


As a result of the recommendations of prior studies of Fort Wayne's 
economic development potential and need for additional business 
services, the Department of Economic Development has, for the past 
three and one-half years, been pursuing designation as a general use 
Foreign Trade Zone. Staff conducted a two-part feasibility study of 
355 local and area businesses to determine the level of interest and 
potential level of use of such a zone. The result showed that 
sufficient demand exists for a Foreign Trade Zone within the area. The 
staff, therefore, has been proceeding with those items needed to 
complete an application to the Foreign Trade Zone Board, a part of the 
US Department of Commerce, for designation as as a general use Foreign 
Trade Zone. 


Foreign Trade Zones are designated areas with definitive boundaries in 
which domestic and foreign merchandise may be placed without formal 
Customs entry or duties. Inside a Zone, goods may be stored, 
manipulated, used in a manufacturing process, inspected, combined with 
other materials, displayed, and/or re-exported, all without payment of 
Customs duties. Goods which are shipped from a Zone to the US are 
still subject to duties, but companies benefit from the deferred 
payment and often reduced duties from value-added during their time in 
the Zone. Zones can be used by businesses of any size and nearly any 


type. 


The application process requires the City to prepare an application for 
the Foreign Trade Zone Board. Once the FTZ Board has reviewed the 
application, a public hearing would be held with witnesses testifying 
on the need for an FTZ in Fort Wayne. The FTZ Board then approves or 
disapproves the application, based on the application and public 
hearing. The approval process can take from one to two years.

As a part of the application process, City Council approval is needed, 
in the form of a resolution, to authorize the Mayor to execute any and 
all documents requiring the City's signature in connection with Fort 
Wayne's application and any subsequent related activity. 


Recommendation: 


For the above reasons, staff recommends that the City Council resolve 
to authorize the Mayor to proceed with the application for a grant of 
Foreign Trade Zone status.
